From Nashville.— Dr. A. K. Whelan, who 
lias been compelled to resign from the 11th 
Michigan on account of ill health, hits reached 
this eity from Nashville, which place he left 
on Sunday. He lias favored us with files of 
the Nashville I'nion, which contain the latest 
news from the blockaded capital of Tennessee. 
There is no lack of amusement there; on 
Saturday there were seven entries to a run- 
ning match on the race track, and a mule race 
of a single mile dash; the theatre is open, 
with Miss Constantiue, Miss Duffield, Wil- 
son, Wight, and numbers of the 10ih Illinois 
give their Zouave drill as an cntre arte; M ile.

But still the city is encircled with squads of 
cavalry, which have destroyed bridges anil 
rendered foraging very difficult. The main 
rebel force is about seven miles out, near the 
Insane Asylum, and strongly fortified. They 
make attacks on the advance and rear guards 
of foraging parties, but never attempt the cen- 
tres, as their principal object is annoyance. 
The communication w ith this eity is almost 
entirely cut off, and in eonscquenee of the in- 
terruption of the business of the pay depart- 
ment of the United States service at that point, 
caused by the exertions of the guerillas who 
have been aided and eountenauced by their 
good rebel friends within the cily, the. laborers 
on the public works cannot be paid. To pre- 
vent their families from being subject to want 
and suffering General N'eglcy hu9 ordered that 
n number of "gentlemen who have evinced a 
public spirit by subscription or active support 
to the Southern Confederacy, shall be required 
to advance to the United States Government 
the sums set opposite their names, to be re- 
ceipted for by Captain Morton," who will ap- 
ply the money to the payment of the work- 
«ien employed by him na Chief Engineer. 

The Union says that a few days since, when 
the family of Governor Johnson, consisting of 
liis wife, daughter, two sons, and son-in-law 
arrived at Murfjeesboro on tlieir vray to Nash- 
ville, with a pass, and guard assigned them 
by the War Departmental Richmond, Forrest, 
who was at Murfreesboro, refused to let the 
party pass his line,, swearing the Confederate 
War Department had no authority over his 
lines, and that "if Jesus Christ were to come 
from Heaven be shouldn't pass his lines." It 
was only after the intercession of prominent 
secessionists that the party was allowed to 
proceed to Nashville.

A terrible accident occurred on the 
farm of C. F. Kopp, near Newport, Kentucky, 
on Monday by the explosion of a bomb-shell 
which was carelessly thrown to the ground by 
a soldier who was handling it. There were 
present at the lime of the explosion seven per- 
sons, viz: Mr. Christian Kopp, his wife, and 
five soldiers, every one of whom was wound- 
ed. A large piece of the shell struck Mr. 
Kopp on the left thigh, and 'Kissed through the 
other thigh, causing his death. Mrs. Kopp 
had a little child in her arms at the time. She 
was struck on the neck and severely wounded, 
probably mortally. 

The soldier who let the shell fall was fright- 
fully cut to pieces, though he was still alive 
at tho last accounts. The other soldiers, 
though badly hurt, managed to march to their 
camp unassisted.

We learn 
from him that Col. Wolfonl left Lebanon yes- 
terday morning with a brigade of cavalry in 
pursuit of Morgan's forces, whose movements 
had been closely watched by Col. Wolfonl, 
who no doubt ha3 a knowledge of his designs.

The Last Lexinoton Affair.— It has been 
frequently asked why so very small a force re- 
entered Lexington last week, a force mani- 
festly inadequate to hold their position. Dr. 
Moore, Surgeon of the 3d Ohio Cavalry, tells 
us that a detachment from the 3d and lib 
Ohio Cavalry regiments were ordered from 
(lamp Dick Robinson as an escort to a bearer 
of despatches from Gen. McCook to Lexing- 
ton. They accomplished this duty on the 17tb, 
and as their horses were completely jaded, the 
whole force which numbered only 230 all told, 
went out to Ashland for the night intending to 
resume their return march next morning. 
About half-past three, however, their pickets 
were captured by Morgan's horse, and a dash 
made upon the main body, the members of 
■which were partly mounted. Morgan had the 
advantage of a location on the road, while our 
men were in an enclosed field, and could make 
no charges, but they fought desperately for a 
quarter of an hour, and were compelled to 
yield to overwhelming numbers, singly 
or in squads, until Major Seidell, of the 
3d Ohio cavalry, who was command 
ing the detachment, saw further resistance 
was useless, and gave up the unequal 
contest. About 30 managed to escape. Mor- 
gan's Brigade Surgeon stated the rebel force 
at 3,400, with 8 mountain howitzers, and ac- 
knowledged the loss of 11 killed and 1"> 
wounded, but G more dead were subsequently 
found behind a log pile.

The Fatal Explosion at Sao Hahror. — 
The telegraph has informed us of the death of 
Gen. Charles T. James from injuries received 
by the explosion of a shell nt Sag Harbor on 
Thursday morning. The details of the catas- 
trophe are sadly interesting. The New York 
Evening Post of Saturday says: 

For nearly two years General James has 
from time to time experimented with his new 
weapons near Sag Harbor. Yesterday about 
a hundred persons interested in artillery met 
at the accustomed rendezvous to witness fur- 
ther tests. A twelve-pounder throwing a 
twenty-four pound shell was used, and a num- 
ber of highly successful shots had been made 
when the "plunger" was fastened into the fa- 
tal shell. The cap had been on this plunger 
for some time, and just before firing General 
James determined to put on a new cap. Had 
he removed the plunger from the shell, and 
then charged the cap— or had he carefully done 
so with his fingers, all wo.ild have beeu well. 
But long familiarity with and constant hand- 
ling of projectiles had made him rather care- 
less, and be used, thoughtlessly, a pincers to 
remove the cap. The friction unexpectedly 
ignited the fulminating matter, and in an in- 
ultniit the explosion i)ad occurred, 

Qen. James, with the B uouer, was standing 
directly by the gun, and was hit in the thigh, 
the foot, nud the side of the head, the latter 
wound undoubtedly being the fatal one. He 
was at once removed to the Mansion House 
and carefully tended. 

The gunner, Henry Beveilow, of Sag Har- 
bor, was reported killed instantly; but this is 
ft rrjistake, as he was alive up to last night.

From 1851 to 18f>7 he represented his State in 
the Uuited States Senate. He was by profes 



A Perfect Ikox-Ci.ad. — The New York 
World states that the Roanoke, which is now 
in process of completion at the Novelty Works, 
promises to 1)0 the only perfect iron-clad ves- 
sel afloat. The great defect in all mailed ves 
sets heretofore built has been that they are 
weakest in their most exposed and vulnerable 
points. Captain Coles, of the British navy, 
said that the commander who would figh 
broadside on would deserve to be shot; yet 
is only the broadsides that claim to be impen 
etrable. Iron-clad vessels should be fotigh 
"bow on;" but then the bows of the Warrior, 
Black Prince, La Glorie, Ironsides, Galena 
and all the Monitors are their weakest parts, 
and are plated with the thinnest iron. Hence 
in an action, fighting "bow on,'' they are 
liable to lie toru by the shot from stem to 
stern. The mechanical difficulty has been 
the impossibility of getting a vessel to obey 
the helm if as thick plating was put on bow 
and stern as on the sides. This difficulty it 
seems has happily been overcome in the Roan- 
oke by Mr. W. L. Everett, the same person 
who invented the ingenious apparatus for 
paying out the Atlantic cable. The plating 
on the bow and stern of this ship will be as 
thick as on the sides, and hence in action, 
"bow on," will he invulnerable. It follows, 
of course, that the Roanoke will be the most 
formidable mailed ship afloat. The Warrior, 
with ils thin bow-plating, would be crushed 
like an egg-shell by the immense guns of this 
vessel. In consequence of this improvement 
there will be some delay in the completion of 
the Roanoke, but when finished she promises 
to be the "crack vessel of our new iron-clad 
fleet. : ,"; rf ., 

Real Estate and the Tax Law.— The fol- 
lowing correspondence in relation to the op- 
eration of the national tax law upon real es- 
tate is important: 

New York, Oct. 0, !8(i2. 
To the Hun. the Cvmmitsioner of Internal 
Revemie: 

Sir — Referees have mnny^ales of real es- 
tate under foreclosure proceedings where there 
is prior mortgage upon the property; and very 
often the amount bid is no much "over and 
above the prior mortgage, " and in the ref- 
eree's deed is inserted the amount bid with 
the words, that "the property is conveyed sirtj- 
ject to said prior mortgage. 

Supposing the fact to be that a referee sells 
I lot of ground for $0,500, subject to and over 
and above a prior mortgage of ¥5,000. The 
deed names *C,5oO as the consideration money, 
and also contains an announcement that the 
property is sold subject to said prior mort- 
gage of $5,000. Now 1 desire to know wheth- 
er the stamp duty is to be paid on the amount 
of the bid only, viz: ($0,500,) or on the 
amount of the bid including the mortgage, 
( viz: $11,500). 

Again. By section 70 of the tax bill, it is 
enacted that there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid on all sales of real estate * * 
at auction, a duty of 1 :10 per centum on the 
gross amount of such sales — provided, that no 
duty shall be levied under the provisions of 
this section upon any sales by judicial or ex- 
ecutive officers making auction sales by virtue 
of a judgment or decree of any court. 

I desire to be informed. 

First — Whether the duty is to be charged on 
the amount of the hid, or on the umount of 
the bid including the amount of the prior 
mortgage. 

Second — Whether "referees" appointed by 
the court to sell in foreclosure or partition 
suits are considered by you as judicial or exec- 
utive officers.

These 
works have been in operation only about two 
years, yet the productions of these regions 
have been widely felt, and must materially af- 
fect tbe market. But for the timely discovery 
of these vast salt fields, the deficiency of this 
indispensable article would be as keenly felt 
in the North as it is at the South.

Bore anywhere in this 
mmense field to the depth of 800 foet, and thi. 
brine is fuund in Inexhaustible supply. There 
is no longer, either, any question a3 to the 
quality of the brine; it contains impurities, 
but, it is believed, no more and none differen 
from those found in Kanawha or Onondaga 
brines. 

With this vast extent of territory, continu 
ing to yield such immense quantities of brine, 
there can be no doubt that the North will 
eventually be bountifully supplied from this 
region alone. In consequent hf the groat 
Importance of this comparatively new coun 
try, as a great lumber and salt manufacturin

had not a white inhabitant, has now npopula 
lion of 3,000, and is a thriving commercial 
town. Salt blocks now alternate with lum 
ber yards for twenty-five miles on the river 
banks. 

For the manufacture of fine salt, th6rc are 
nineteen blocks that boil day and night — Sun 
days not excepted — an average of sixty ket- 
tles each. About twenty more blocks are 
nearly completed, which will soon be at work 
— all will bo run to their utmost capacity 
through the winter. At present, the bei 
blocks turn out an average of forty barrel: 
per day. During the year, Saginaw has pro 
duced about 600,000 barrels. 

The importance and extent of the saltinte 
osts in Michigan has occasioned improve 
ments in tbe art of manufacturing it, and tbe 
old kettle and furnaces are gradually giving 
way to the new process of evaporating by 
steam in large vats, which produces a belt, 
quality of salt, at a reduced cost. The 
creased demand for this indispensable article 
of commerce, and the limited supply at pi 
sent to meet it, must naturally rendrr the Sag 
inaw Valley of great importance in a com 
merr inl point of view, and it is but reasonabl. 
to suppose that the facilities for its manufac- 
ture will be correspondingly increased.

Thk Rehei.sin EuRoru— Letter of John M. 
Mason ox Ukcohnitiox. — On the 17th of Sep- 
tember ouo W illiam Koone, of Btakybridgo, 
ngland, notified the rebel Commissioner Ma- 
son of the meeting in favor of the recognition 
f the South to be held in that town, nn.l ro- 
uested him to furnish such information us 
ould supply the speakers wito "the strong- 
est possible arguments." Mason replied to 
this request in tho following letter: 

No. 54 Devoxsiuiie Street, ) 
1'ortlanu I'lace, London, Sept. 19, 18C2. J 
Sir: I have had the honor lo receive 
our letter of the 1 Tib inst., informing me of 
projected meeting to be held at Staley bridge, 
n Cheshire, of the ratepayers of the town, 
who are to have under consideration the ques- 
tion of the recognition of the Confederate 
States of America, and asking my opinion a? 
to the effect that such recognition would have 
n bringing about a peace, and any other in- 
formation 1 may deem pertinent lo the sub- 
ject. 

As a citizen of those States I do not feel at 
liberty to refuse your request under the cir 
umsiances stated, when perhaps otherwise to 
offer my opinions might be deemed intrusive. 

It is certainly a settled principle ot' interna- . 
tional law, when a new nation or empire, is 
brought into existence as a separate and itvde- 
pendcr.t power, other nations are at libr rty, 
without giving cause ot offence, to recognize 
it as such, and to receive it as an equal in tbe 
family of nations; and, to entitlu it to such 
ecognition, it is only required tb&*. sufficient 
evidence be exhibited of stability and perma- 
nence in the new government, coupled with 
the power lo sustain itself in 'its new position. 

In the case of the CoUfederaM States, 1 
think it may be confidently submitted ihar- 
the tads which have transpired since their 
separation from the United States, lioth in vhe 
cabinet and in the field, come fully up to such 
requisitions. It has existed as a perfectly or- 
ganized government, in lull and unimpeded 
operation, for more than eighteen montlie; 
and as to its ability to sustain itself, its cp.rcer 
in arms, against vastly superior forces, may 
challenge the judgment of the world. The 
present population of the Confederate States 
comprises about twelve millions of people. 

1 think 1 may confidently assume as the 
public judgment of Europe that the separation 
of these States from the late I'nited States is 
final and forev.T, and that in no possible con- 
tingency—even could the war be continued to 
their extermination— can they ever be restored 
to tho repudiated Union. 

Under such circumstances, how far it may 
be deemed incumbent by other government,) 
publicly to acknowledge the existing fact *jf 
tuch final separation, and thus to recognize 
the new power, is for tuose governments to 
determine. Fortunately for us, onr people 
have shown themselves not only se'.t-reliant, 
but worthy of that reliance. We h ive fought 
our battles unaided and alone, a jd, until re- 
cently, uncherded by the nations, lookino- on 
For the future wo have no fears, nor would 
the recognition to which you refer be of any 
value to us, except so far i»s it might tend to 
bring the war to a close — ri war to be waged 
henceforward hopelessly by our enemy, and 
at which humanity shudders. 

In reply to your inquiry as to what effect 
recognition of our independence would have 
towards putting an end to the war, I have 
only to say it would at once and forever dispel 
all delusion on tho subject in the United 
States, So long as it is withheld by Europe 
it taken as an admission in America that, 
iu European Judgment, there may yet be a 
restoration of the broken Union, and to that 
extent our adversaries may be encouraged to 
persevere. That I am warranted in speaking 
of this as a delusion, I may appeal to the ver- 
dict of every intelligent Englishman. 

Again: you nre aware that the war was 
commenced and has been prosecuted for the 
purpose of putting down an alleged rebellion. 
Our recognition by the European Powers would 
be the decree of enlightened, impartial, and 
able observers that a rebellion — if one ever 
existed — had been trought to an end, and 
there stood in place of it, as acknowledged by 
them, a separate, sovereign, and independent 
state, the equal of any in the line of empire. 

It is not in the experience of the world that 
a war so disastrous in its results to those now- 
waging it against the Confederate States, when 
they were made to understand that it was no 
longer conducted against alleged rebels in 
arms, but against an acknowledged equal po- 
litical power, could long be maintained. Such 
are my view s ou the questions vou have sub- 
mitted, briefly, but I hope intelligently, given. 
I have the honor to be, very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, J. M. MASl iS".

fg$fA Maryland correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Trens ?ajs that Gen. McClellan has been 
opposed (o makinp any advance until tyring, 
und that nothing hut the advice of .the Presi- 
dent and the urgent demand of the American 
people has induced him to arrnnge his plans 
for moving upon the enemy. If we believed 
that McClellan ha3 been seriously in favor of 
going into winter quarters, we should cer 
tainly give him up ns a hopeless case. Hut 
wc believe nothing of the sort. 

At any rate, we presume it is now a settled 
fact that the Army of the Potomac will mov 
upon the rebels, and move soon. Certainly it 
nhould move soon, for October is drawing to n 
close, and rains and deep mud usually come 
with the coming of November. We expect 
a battle in a few days, and, if one take place, 
it will probably be terrific beyond all parallel 
in this war. Considering the immense mag- 
nitude of the opposing forces and the mo- 
mentous importance of the issues involved 
we can of course look for nothing but a strug- 
gle most desperately-contested on both side* 
Neither fide con nllord to be beaten. Tons 
defeat would be a terrible thing; to the rebel 
Confederacy it would be death. Let the shock 
come. 

H our army is victorious in the pending 
battle, we trust that the victory will be 
whole one. We have had quite enough half 
victories — enough issues from which nothing 
issued — too many results from which nothing 
resulted. We have a right to expect that no 
Gen. Miles or Col. Tom Ford or Harper's Fer 
ry will figure in the next great light, but that 
the rebel army will be routed and pursued and 
pressed upon until every semblance of an ar- 
my shall be crushed out of it. 



R-gi-tVe hope that our military authorities 
both in Kentucky and at Washington are 
fully alive to the great importance of defend 
ing Nashville. The fulling of that city into 
the hands of the rebels would be a very serious 
disaster to the Union cause. 

But everybody must see, that, without the 
adoption of vigorous measures on our part 
Nashville is in great danger. There is a very 
considerable rebel force now at Murfrcejboro 
only thirty miles from Nashville, Forrest 
guerillas, at least three thousand strong, are 
prowling continually at no great distance off, 
John 0. Breckinridge at the head of his forces 
was a few days ago at Chattanooga, sup|K)sed 
to be on his way to join Bragg, and Bragg 
with an army of seventy or eighty thousand 
men, has no doubt gone into Tennessee with 
c determination to strike a blow if possible 
that shall do something toward retrieving the 
disgrace of his late flight from Kentucky 
Now when we consider that the prenl Chnt 
tanooga Railroad, passing through Knoxville, 
is in full working order to Murfreesboro, and 
that the rolling stock upou il is immense, we 
can readily understand with what facility and 
celerity a rebel force of probably more than 
dashed against Nashville. 

If Nashville is lo be saved, it must be done 
by the adoptionof rror^t^jid^pgr^jjr^ 
suppose that Buell's army is the only availa 
ble body of men powerful enough to be relied 
on in this emergency. If 'tis certain that Bragg 
is no longer threatening Kentucky, it seems 
to us that Uucll'3 forces or a large portion of 
them should strike for Nashville or its vicin 
ity nt once, as we cannot help fearing that the 
enemy, who recently made such extraordinary 
time iu the Southeastern portion of our State, 
will show themselves at the Tennessee capita 
too soon for Buell to encounter them. The 
rebels may lack food, lack clothing, lack 
aims, lack transportation, lack a thousand 
things, but they never lack the power of rapid 
movement. It is to the exercise of this power, 
more than to any or all things else, that thev 
are indebted for nearly or quite all of the ad 
vantages they have won and expect to be in 
debted for all they may win hereafter. 

We lately looked for Kentucky to be the the 
atre of the great battle of the West, but we 
arc not unwilling that the honor should be 
long to gallant Tennessee. 



Is M e.moriam. — Our beloved and lamented j 
friend, James W. Lynd, of Kedwood, Miunc- | 
sola, was, we have just definitely learned, one 
of the earliest victims of the horrible Indian I 
massacre. Our deceased friend was the son of 
the Rev. Dr. Lynd, the eminent Baptist divine, 
and was formerly a resident of Covington in 
this State. 

Inheriting equally from his learned and now 
enerable father and his noble and accom- 
plished mother a phgsique at once vigorous 
and refined, and a native spirit correspond- 
ingly dauntless and susceptible, he wa3 con- 
stitutionally a pioneer, a scholar, and a poet. 
Having received, under his father's excellent 
auspices, a fine general and classical educa- 
tion, and deeply and naturally imbued w ith 
an unpretending but soul-absorbing love of 
all that is romantic and beautiful in Life and 
Nature, he was a worshipper of Art, a profi- 
cient in Music, and not only a connaistar of 
polite letters, but himself, although he had 
published little, a gifted nnd industrious pro- 
ducer. With an enthusiasm for the wild and 
picturesque th it knew no bounds, he became, 
long before his removal to Minnesota, singu- 
larly interested in the Indian character, aud 
constantly availed himself of every opportu- 
ity and resource to acquaint himself with 
the legends, traditions, languages, and eth- 
nology of the nliorigincs. He covered the 
walls of his apartments in college with Indi 
an words, and learned to speak the language 
or rather languages of the Dacotahs with 
the fluency and idiomatic intonations of the 
natives themselves. With all the enthusiasm 
of a voyagtir and the indefntigableness of an 
antiquary, he removed nine year? ago directly 
into the midst of those- whom ho so much 
loved to study. Settling at Trarcrsedcx Sioux 
he renewed his investigations with more ardor 
than ever, mingling constantly with the In- 
dians. Systematically gathering and arrang- 
ng the varied aud abundant materials thus 
accumulated, he at length condensed his la- 
borious researches into a most interesting and 
carefully prepared .MS. volume, which we 
have had the pleasure to examine, and which, 
if published, would, we have no doubt, prov e 
a very able and valuable contribution to out- 
obscure knowledge of this disinherited and 
vanishing race. "It appears," says the afflic- 
tive letter which conveys the confirmation of 
his sad death, "that he had removed to Red- 
wood, and on the morning of the ISth of Au- 
gust the Indians came yelling up to his doop 
being denuded. He stepped out to pacify 
them, and, while speaking to them, seven 
Indians came up behind him and shot him 
dead instantly." Thu», as is but too often the 
case in the experience of mankind, he became 
the victim of those to whom the best part of 
his life and labor had been devoted. Our de- 
based friend war, lor some time Kditor of the 
Henderson ( Minn. ) Democrat, and had served 
with credit as State Senator and in various 
other offices of public trust in his adopted 
State. 

He was exceedingly shy, modest, and secre- 
tive in reference to his personal affairs, pur- 
poses, and aspiratious, even toward his most 
intimate fricuds; yet he was a peculiarly gen 
erous and genial companion, a delightful cor- 
respondent, and, as a friend, forever staunch 
and true. He was, at the time of his death, 
nearly thirty-two years of nge, and, perhaps 
fortunately, unmarried. His house was pil- 
laged and burned by the savages, but it is be 
lieved and hoped that his manuscripts of 
"The History, Legends, Traditions, etc., of 
the Dacotahs'' were saved by the safe which 
contained them. His afflicted family and 
friends have our sincere and heartfelt sympa 
thies in their great bereavement. Immortal 
«j he is, we feel it hoots not no«' to stir above 
his autumn-draped and tranquil head an idle 
"dust of praise;" for he was strongly and 
habitually averse to all poor nnd narrow 
notoriety, and never, we believe, indulged 
himself in the publication of a fugitive effu- 
sion. The following, among several other 
graceful and characteristic specimens of his 
early muse, has long been in our possession

Looe at Tins.— A large number of sick and 
wounded, soldiers, some of them Federal troo| 
and many of them rebels, have been lying at 
Perryville since the late battle at that place 
We mentioned a few days ago, that some of 
the leading secessionists of Louisville were 
making earnest application to the Sanitar 
Committco here for food, clothes, beddin 
medicines, and all other necessaries, to be sent 
to the rebel portion of the SMfferers. The 
Committee gladly did everything they pos 
bly could, sending all needed supplies of every 
description to the invalids, federals and rebels 
alike. The secession applicants to the Com 
roittee could not have asked tor greater liber 
alitv. 

But mark the sequel. Large supplies, fin 
ui3hed by the Committee for the loyal and 
rebel eick aud wounded, were forwarded by 
the train that was captured by John Morgan 
at Cox's Creek. None need ask what dis 
position the freebooter made of them. Of 
course he appropriated such of them as he 
wanted for bis own gang, and the rest he de- 
liberately set fire to and burned. He was told 
that thev were intended not more for the re- 
lief of the Federal sufferers than of his own 
friends left to our mercy by Brngg'a retreat 
ing army, but the appeal might as well have 
been made to a fiend. 

Thus, while Federal beneficence contribute: 
necessaries and comforts for the rebel sick and 
wounded at the earnest intercession of rebel 
pympathizers, a rebel band, honored and half 
idolized by all the rebels of the country, lies 
in wait to steal and destroy the noble contri 
button.

8£ay~\Ve have seen so many orders and in- 
structions from the War Department iu refer- 
ence to the proper making out and authentica- 
tion of muster rolls, that it seems impossible 
there should be further mistakes made. In- 
deed, we ore inclined to believe that some in- 
stances of peculiar hardship that have come to 
our knowledge are attributable to circum- 
stances cutirely beyond the control of the au- 
thorities or the pay department of the army. 
One of these cases is the present condition of 
a portion of Col. Haggard's 5th Regiment of 
Kentucky Cavalry. When the regiment was 
ordered away from this city a few weeks since, 
some one hundred and twenty of its members, 
whose horses were broken down or lost by 
casualties, remained behind at the Fair 
(irounds. They of course belonged to every 
company of the regiment, aud the company 
muster rolls could not be forthcoming, even if 
a Paymaster wa3 ready to settle their accounts. 
There is no nobler body of men in the service 
than these Border loyalists front Kentucky and 
Tennessee, and the marked propriety of their 
conduct ha3 been communicated to in from 
various sources. Some of them have not even 
received the advance pay of thirteen dol- 
lars — some have received the advance, but 
no pay, and have been in the service 
many months, we think over one year. They 
left their families nt home to serve the Union 
cause, and during all this dreary interval not a 
rav of intelligence has beamed upon their toil, 
some march from their beloved homes. They do 
not know the fate of their wives and children, 
but, when they hear of the wrongs and insults 
heaped upon the defenceless by the accursed 
guerillas, we cannot wonder that brave hearts 
are unnerved, and that the most dreadful ap- 
prehensions are entertained. The fathers, sons, 
and brothers, who, by the ;tern necessities of 
war, were drawn from their own firesides to 
this city, are most anxious to be paid off for 
the sake of their beloved ones. They have 
received clothe.! here, and their commissariat 
is well supplied; they do not grumble on these 
poinl3, they do not, indeed, grumble at all, but 
we have been importuned to make such rej 
resentations as may procure the relief of which 
they stand so much in need. 

We hardly know what policy to suggest. 
It i3 made the duty of Paymasters lo assist 
compan^ oflicers in making up their 
muster rolls when the latter are ignorant 
of the proper form. Could not a Paynia- 
ter be detached, to make the tour of 
all the regimentj, see where the fault is, and 
apply the corrective? Could not Gov. Robin- 
son scud one of his military stall', charged with 
similar duties, and look to the welfare of the 
Kentucky troops, 83 Gov. Morton cares for his 
noble Indiana soldiers'? Might not our Slate 
authorities appoint commissioners to invest! 
gate all these cases of hardship and suffering, 
and make advances in money to the men, un 
lil the Paymasters settle their accounts? The 
situation of the 5th Kentucky cavalry is peeu 
liarly distressing; Col. Haggard is sick at 
Nashville, its Lieut. Col. Scott is on detached 
service, and its other field officers arc scattered 
wherever the exigencies of the service require 
them. But in the meantime the privates are 
in the deepest distress, and, if anybody can 
suggest a mode for their relief, he will have, 
made "the flinty aud steel couch of war" a 
'thrice-driven bed of down." Wo hope some 
thing will be done speedily. Were it not that 
the purses of onr citizens have been so severe 
ly taexd by the many calls of suffering, we 
should suggest a private subscription for their 
benefit, but, ns it is, we can only appeal to the 
authorities to take some prompt action and do 
justice to the brave men who have bared tin ir 
breasts to the advance of our invaders, 
and to enable them to send the means of sub 
sietencc to their suffering families.

APPEAL FUOM AN EAST, TENNESSEE UNION 
rJOLDlKH. 

O.N THE HABCH, NEAR StANKOHD, Ky., 
October 17, 18H2. 
To Ihe Soltlirrs nf the Union Armies of Ihe 
Ohio and Ihe \Veit: 

Fellow SoLniEPtt: Sixteen months njro I 
?liook liamls Willi nij' weeping nged patent 
in Eiulern Tennessee n,mi starteil on the cars 
I'or Kno.wille, one hundred miles on my way 
tn reus l 1 111 '-Lll tJt IJ n '^ — r " rr " 

had from my relatives since" I left home 
though I wrote three letters to them on my 
way out. This is the bitter fruits of civil war. 
From thence I walkeil, via Montgomery ami 
Monticcllo, to Liberty, Ky. On my way I 
stopped four days at the last great Union Con 
vention of Kast Tennessee, held in Greenville 
College, Tenn., in June, 1861, being tw- 
days arter the last election on secession, when 
the reign of terror caused Middle and West 
Tennessee to overpower the great Union 
majority in East Tennessee, and voted the 
State out of the good old Union of our father 
I had been r»i|it»sted to attend as a delegate 
to that convention, instead of my brother, 
who had been appointed at a meeting of our 
loyal countrymen in Washington county. 
The reign of rebel military despotism and 
treason was so dreadful even then that I was 
afraid to trust any one except my parents and 
brothers with the knowledge that I intended 
going to Kentucky to volunteer in the Union 
army. As I ascended the southeastern slopes 
of the Cumberland mountains, I turned to 
give a last, long gaze at the fading summits 
of the Allcghanies, whoso lofty ranges 
bounded my native country on the south and 
eaU. I wept over my once happy but now 
distracted country, where great armies of 
their enemy had been marching eastward for 
three months almost daily on that great rail 
road which belonged chiefly to loyal Union 
men, myself being one of the stockholder- 
Having joined, at Liberty, Ky., a company 
of Union volunteer patriots, chiefly from l*u 
laski and Casey counties, Ky., we marched 
forthwith to General Rousseau's hcoduuartcrs 
at Cimp "Joe Moll," Indiana, since when we 
have been drilling, scouting, skirmishing, and 
fighting, enduring a great many privations 
and hardships, peculiar to all soldiers in the 
field. 

Fellow soldiers! I was a total stranger to 
all I saw of you for nine months after I came 
into Kentucky. Though not permitted to take 
an active part myself in fighting the bloody 
bittlcs of the past fifteen months, I have ever 
bsen ready for and went on duty when my 
superior officers gave the command, in what- 
ever capacity 1 was capable of performing. I 
was near you as a cavalryman in the great 
battles and glorious victories of Green River, 
of Shiloh, of Rock Island, and of Terry ville. 
I witnessed your heroic bravery in lite hottest 
of the last dreadful battle, whilst the messen- 
gers of death whizzed about me for hours, 
and I saw and wept over the multitudes of our 
heroic slain on that awful field, where the in- 
human enemy left hundreds of their dead un- 
buried, at least for several days. 

Fellow soldiers! Soon after my enlistment 
I read in the Louisville Journal the declara- 
tion of grievaneei which we published at the 
last Convention of loyal East Tennesseeans 
mentioned above, which I hope may be re- 
published iu that able paper, that you may 
have your memories refreshed with their suf- 
ferings fifteen months ago. But oh! think of 
what has been their distress since I left them, 
since I came to implore aid from loyal Ken- 
tucky and from the great loyal States of (he 
North. 

Fellow soldiers! here we are yet, on a ludt, 
after driving the armies of the enemy from a 
second invasion of Kentucky through and 
from my State; this last one through the 
mountains from my native East Tennessee 
There are but few good wagon roadsi over the 
Cumberland mountains, and the Settleine'its 
are thin, and water at this season is gem-vttlly 
scarce; but are we to stand still willj our 
mighty armies and let the enemy hold the 
gaps unlil he has them all fortified wit'j lunvv 
artillery to murder us when we come ? Mul- 
titudes of aged, weepiug fathers have "longbeen 
waiting for you to come to their I'.tjliverancc 
from the burning iron fetters of traitors. 
Two hnndred thousand loyal lig'/iting Union 
men have longed in vain for eighteen 
months for you to come and open the way 
for them to join you no doub ^ until the ene- 
my hai killed and imprisoned most of their

Co.\'ditiox or the Wounded at I'erhyvii.ls. 
We have received a note from Surgeon-CJeii- 
eral Weber, of Ohio, in which he corrects a 
number of statements falsely represented to 
have been made by hint in reference to the 
state of affairs nt Perryville, Ky. Gen. Weber 
says it is not true that the wounded at Petty- j 
ville were dying for want of food and neces- 
sary attention at the time of the arrival of his 
•party there. The army had, al'ler the engage- 
ment, moved forward in anticipation of 
another engagement, necessarily taking with 
it most of the surgeons and supplies. This no j 
doubt occasioned some temporary suffering, ! 
but, thanks to the Sanitary Commissions of 
Louisville and Cincinnati, supplies were soon 
upon the ground in sufficient quantity to make 
the wounded temporarily comfortable. 

An attempt has been made to create the im- 
pression that everything was in confusion and | 
disorder in the hospitals there and that Gen. \ 
Weber had taken charge and controlled and 
directed matters there. Such an impression the j 
General says would be doing gross injustice . 
to the brave, laborious, patient, and skilful 
surgeons of our army left in charge. Upon I 
their invitation, as was his duly, Gen. W, as- j 
fisted and labored with them to make mat- 
ters more comfortable. Dr. Ilalchilt, the Med- I 
ical Director, and his small cortis of surgeons, ' 
•did everything that skilful, earnest, and pa- 
triotic men could do, and deserve high credit. 
Gen. W. is incapable of attempting or permit- ! 
ting any one to attempt to detract from their 
faithful and meritorious conduct. It is true 
that the Post (Quartermaster wns too slow in 
furnishing beef, and the sick needed fresh beef 
Oen. W. and parly, therefore, bought and 
slaughtered and sent to the hospitals beef for 
the sick and wounded until the 'Quartermaster 
could supply it. When the General's party 
left there were about nine hundred of our 
wounded and about eight hundred rebels in 
hospital. 

The Sanitary Commission, ns woll as the 
Medical Purveyor, have sen tout large supplies 
to meet the demand, and with a little increase 
of the Medical cOrp=, our wounded will soon 
tie as comfortable and well taken care of ns 
they could be in any well regulated hospital. 

Extensive Robbery. — An old gentleman 
named J. It. Wright, who resides in East 
Tennessee, having been on n visit to Illinois, 
■was robbed in this city yesterday by Harney 
Crogan of tlie sum of four hundred dollars. 
Mr. Wright wished to leave the city ami was 
Anxious to obtain a pass IVom Gen. ISoyle. 
Jle met with Crogao, who professed intimacy 
with Gen. Hoyle and tendered his services to 
the old gentleman. Under some pretext Cro- 
gan induced the old man to go into a room in 
the Gait House, where the latter fell asleep. 
When he awoke he found that Crogan had 
gone, taken his money anil locked him in the 
room. lie subserviently gave information to 
officers Bligh and Tiller, who, after diligent 
search, traced Crogan to Jefferson ville and ar- 
rested him. The money, however, has not 
been found. 



General Xcgley's vigilance as commander 
of the Union forces, for the defence of Nash- 
ville, baa again shown itself and produced a 
gratifying result. On Sunday information 
was received that General Forrest had com- 
menced crossing a considerable foice of cav- 
alry over the Cumberland, and the advance, 
about one thousand strong, had encamped on 
the Gallatin pike, seven miles north of Nash- 
ville. Gen. Negley immediately despatched 
Col. Miller, with a detachment, to intercept 
the rebels. They wire attacked nt daylight 
on Monday; and were soon routed and driven ' ~£ 110 attention t 
in the utmost contusion across the river. In I 
their consternation they lost one of their can- I 
non overboard from a tlatboat in recrossing, 
and the pathway of their flight WHS strewn 
with arms, nil new, and knapsacks. There 
; were but few killed or wounded, but a uuni- I 
ber of prisoners were captured, including a ' 
Colonel. The Seventy-eighth Pennsylvania ' 
, Volunteers behaved very handsomely. This 
result is very satisfactory, as showing that the . 
garrison at Nashville is always on the nlert, ! 
a: it was the third time we have completely 

routed the enemy's force; near that city.

Gen. Roi-sseac— It seems that the gallant 
Rousseau is no less a favorite with others than 
with us. A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, writing from Danville on the 13th 
says: "lie is the only man w hose presence 
creates a shout of applause or a cheer of en- 
thusiasm. In looking for his old friend, Col. 
liueklty, yesterday, in Gen. Sill's division. 
Gen. Rousseau passed through the camps of 
the old brigades associated with himatShiloh. 
While passing quietly along the troops recog- 
nized him. 'Here he is! here he i3!' 1 heard 
them cry, and in an instant a shout went up 
from the camp of tho fifth brignde that 
startled the other camps from their propriety. 
Hnts were throw n into the nir. The horse of 
the. Genera] was stopped by the men. Tbey 
gathered around him shouting forth their 
admiration and love. Hundreds insisted on 
sbnking his hand, and the crowd in- 
sisted on a speech. In as mnuy words as 
I express it, he told them what a devil 
of a right be had had— and bow he want- 
ed the old brigades that stood by him at Shi- 
loh. But the rebels are going to make a stand 
at Dick Robinson, and we'll be side by side 
then, boys, nnd we'll -pepper them as his glo- 
rious fellows did the other day. This morn- 
ing, on the march, he met Sill's division again, 
and no sooner was he seen than the shout 
went up along the whole line, though many 
did not know him. Passing the ninety-third 
Ohio, Colonel Cha3. Anderson, he met w ith a 
glorious and enthusiastic reception, though the 
regiment had not before seen him. Colonel 
('has. Anderson, n perfect stranger, met him 
with the cordial grasp of admiration, and told 
him in brief words how glad he was to hear 
that the tales told of wounds and death were 
false. Tlii:. honor is genuine. It is all lhat a 
soldier need be proud of." 



Say~Quitc a brilliant little affuir occurred 
day before yesterday, which has not yet found 
its way into the newspapers. Capl. Bailey, of 
the Twenty-seventh Kentucky Volunteers, 
who, with three of his men, wns absent from 
the regiment on detached duty, happened in 
Bards town just nftcr Morgnn nnd his marau- 
ders had burned the wagon trnin in Hint 
vicinity. Thinking it possible he might save 
some of the Government property, Captain B. 
nnd his men rode on to where the wagons had 
been burned. Having securfc'd ft hlittiVi'er of 
mules that the rebels had left b.v driving them 
into en enclosure, ho i?n\v a party of rebel 
envalr.v tamlM); Up the rood, and, before the 
Captain knew how many there were, he told 
his three men they would have to give them 
the best fight they could, to which they readily 
consented, and, drawing their pistols, dashed 
at . theni'nnd demanded their surrender. The 
rebels, considering discretion the better part 
of valor, threw up their hands, suffered them- 
selves to be disarmed, and marched oil lo Ibis 
city, where the Captain delivered them up lo 
the proper authorities. The result of till' 
skirmish was the capture of four prisoner- 5 , 
with their arms, and fourhorses. 



Jonv Morgan's Escate. — John Morgan, 
with his command, made a narrow escape 
from Elizabethtown on Tuesday morning. 
Gen. Boyle had information of his presence at 
Elizabetbtown, and immediately ordered Col. 
Day, of Illinois, with a force of twelve hun- 
dred men, to proceed to Elizabethtown by rai'- 
rjad to make the capture. The remainder of 
the story bos been related by Major Compton, 
of New Albany, to the Ledger. Major Comj - 
ton accompanied Col. Day in the capacity of a J p nOTOI . 
volunteer guide, Col. D. being unacquainted | Mnin 5|pp( 
w ith the tapogmpfay of the country. At Mul- 
draugh's Hill, to the astonishment of all, the 
w histle of the locomotive sounded, and the 
train, with a brilliant bead-light burning, 
stopped upon thf top of the hill, where the 
light could be plainly seen to Elizabethtown, 
and the arrival of the troops certainly known. 
Majjr C. suggested to Colonel D. the pro- 
priety of covering the head-light w ith blan- 
kets, and of moving the train with the least 
possible noise. He also suggested that the 
forces at once disembark, and be divided in 
such a manner us to approach and surround 
Morgan's camp, and take him by suppiise. 
Being a civilian, of course shoulder-straps 

The re- 
sult was that Morgan got awoy. 

Major Compton finally, at the suggestion of 
CjI. Day, accompanied by another civilian, 
started out to reconnoitre Morgan's situation. 
Tbey had proceeded but a short distance when 
both were captured, and, each mounted behind 
a cavalryman, were soon in Elizabethtown, 
where they were at once conducted into Mor- 
g iii's presence. 

Previous to the arrival of the prisoners, Mor- 
gan had robbed the post-office, and the mail 
bigs and a large amount of mail matter lay 
acatlered about Morgan's room. Morgan told 
Major C. that he had made a good haul of 
"green backs" out of that little operation. 

Alter being closely questioned, the prisoners 
were put under guard iu Morgan's loom, where 
they remained till the celebrated thief left the 
town. Morgan, says Major Compton, was 
greatly al irmcd lest ho should be captured. In 
questioning Mapjr Compton bis voice trem- 
bled, nnd he betrayed every evidence of alarm 
lest a lnrgc Federal force was pursuing and 
would surprise him. 

He spoke of Dumont's pursuit of him. and 
the reported fights nt Lawrenccburg and Ver- 
sailles as the richest iokes of the season. He 
says that Dumont's troops threw a few shells 
at some eight or ten of his stragglers, but that 
no one was hurt. 

About three o'clock on the morning of Tues- 
day, a few companies of Col. Day's command 
entered Elizabethtown. But unfortunately all 
of Morgan's men had left by this time, with 
the exception of about twenty-five. Thtse 
boldly dashed through our lines and escaped, 
with only only one wounded and two or three 
taken prisoners.

It is rumored here that there are several 
bauds of rebel guerillas in the vicinity of Lex- 
ington, but 1 have not heard lhat they have 
com m itted any depredations. 

WasmxGTOx, Oct. 22. 
A large number of prppotltions have been 
made to the Navy Department for the destruc- 
tion ol the pirate Alabama, provided suitable 
reward should be offered as lo warrant the 
undertaking. As a general answer to all such 
ftp] I cations it may be safely stated there is no 
doubt that Ihe Department will cheerfully buy 
t;ie vessel of any party cuptut inj her and paw 
ball a million of dollars fur her, ami, in the 
event of her destruction, three hundred thou- 
sand dollars, the latter payment however be- 
ing subject to an appropriation by Congress.

The Express says there are rumors in Wall 
street this afternoon that, at a Cabinet meet- 
ing held yesterday, it was unanimously re- 
solved to remove McClellan, and that Gen. 
Hooker should succeed him. The rumor is 
given for what it is worth. 

llAitmsnt Bii, Oct. 22. 
In one or two districts a disposition has been 
manifested to resist the enforcement of the 
draft. Governor Curtin has prepared himself 
fully for any emergency, and has authority to 
use any troo|>3 within the State to enforce the 
laWI at every hazard. The draft has been 
patriotically sustained in nearly all the coun- 
ties, and transportation has been procured for 
most of the drafted men to their different 
Places of rendezvous, and in a few days this 
large force will be at the service of the Gov- 
ernment. Provost Marshals have been nomi- 
nated by the Governor to the Secretary of 
War for the sereral coitpties, and they will be 
promptly appointed. Tbey will be instructed 
and tully tmpowcrcd to enforce the laws 
faithfully. 

SpkiNoriEin, Mo., Oct. 21. 
A band of rebels, about two hundred strong, 
were discovered endeavoring to pass south 
some seven miles east of Marshlield. They 
were said to he under command of Col. Dorscy, 
and to be going to West Plains, Arkansas. At 
elevcrt O'clock on Monday night, they were 
attacked by Lieut -Col. Stuart, with one hun- 
dred men of the Tenth Illinois cavalry, and 
routed, with the loss of lour rebels killed, seven 
wounded, and one hundred nnd fifteen made 
pVUonois. Our loss was one killed. The en- 
emy scattered, and Stuart is still in pursuit.

Does Lancashire Wast Cotton? — The cot- 
ton lords of Lancashire are. in a curious de- 
lemma. On one hand, their factories are whol- 
ly or partially out of work, and, on the other, 
they have made and arc making immense 
profits on the sales of their manufacture!:. 
Two years ago, these cotton-lords had as much 
manufactured materials, line as well as coarse, 
in their warehouses, as equalled the usual de- 
mand of the whole world for Ihe next five 
years. Had the accustomed quantity of cot- 
ton been supplied from the t'nited Slates, the 
Lancashire factory-masters would still have 
gone on increasing their stocks of cotton 
manufactures ad libitum, beyond all possible 
consumption, and finally clearing nwuv these 
accumulated stocks at a tremendous loss. As 
it is, the manufacture hus nearly ceased, from 
want of the raw material, the poor artisans 
are out of work and in (givcrty, which a se- 
vere winter will muke worse and may convert 
into social war; but Ihe cotton-lords, who are 
Belling off their goods at much advanced prices, 
are really making more money now, while 
their mills or factories are doing next to noth- 
ing, than they ever made before. The war 
in America, which has deprived these people 
of cotton, has been the making of them, by 
checking their production and enabling their 
stock to go oil' ut increased and increasing 
prices. 

1'erhaps these facts may throw light upon 
(lie apparent nonchalance with which Lan- 
cashire has regarded the non-supply of cotton. 
Were the manufacturers in earnest, did they 
really "starve for cotton," they would have 
taken some pains to procure it from other than 
American soil. They talk a great deal of 
what should be done^ but do nothing. They 
ought to have sent competent persons and a 
million or two of dollars over to India, to at- 
tend to the increased culture and production 
there, but, instead ot this, lately voted, nt a 
public meeting in Manchester, that Sir Charles , 
Wood, the Secretary of State for India, ought j 
to be impeached by Parliament for not grow- 
ing cotton in Hinuostan. They might as well 
impeach him for not growing Catawba gra|ies 
and Newtown pippins on the rocky soil of the 
cold anil sterile Orkneys. 

At the time they did thi3 Mr. S. Laing, late 
Finance Minister of India, who had great per- 
sonal knowledge of that country, had an- 
nounced that if the people of Manchester 
looked to India fur a supply of cotton wheieoti 
to employ the toiling population of the North 
of England, they would and must bo disap- 
pointed. "Years," ho said, "must elapse be- 
fore, cotton can be grown iu India in sufficient 
quantities to supply the place of that which 
h;i-i liei'etiif.ire ruine in from the I'nilcd Slates 
of America, nnd even if cotton were grown, 
the industrious and skilful inhabitants of In- 
dia, living ujion the spot, would manufac- 
ture for their own profit the cotton they 
grow." 

Were the eupply of American cotton never 
to be restored, people would have to come 
back to the use of woolen nnd linen garment?, 
which have been superseded by the cheapi r 
and less durable cotton goods. These goods i 
are steadily advancing in price, nnd when their

SecZSSioS Politics.— The mixture of the 
Southern Confederacy grows anything but 

slab and good' as the various infernal in- 
gredients thrown into its composition seethe 
together. The very principle ol its structure 
is ratal to coherence, and the right of secession 
nothing less than a permanent declaration of 
suicide, tine of the late futile debates of its 
fantastic Congress brought out the plainest 
and bold expression of what would be treason 
under any strong and regular government. 
The representatives from three several States 
lirectly denied the authority of any central 
power, Foote asserting that Tennessee would 

end soldiers only upon the grant of peculiar 
privileges, Wigtall maintaining that there was 
no such government as the Confederacy to 
which allegiance is due, nnd Hill declaring 
that such allegiance belonged first and always 
lo the separate State; the courts in Georgia 
having decided that the conscription act Gas 
no force within her bonlers. 

Now all this, however surprising it may be 
to' those in Europe who affect to believe in 
the reality of the Confederate power, and how- 
ever alarming to the unhappy holders of the 
obligations ol this vanishing political ghost, 
is but the rrditetio ad abturdum of their theory 
of government, sharply pressed home by dis- 
aster without and discontent within. It is 
interesting chiefly in its relations to their other 
public measures, and to the darkening pros- 
pects of ihe rebellion. Of course, repudiation 
by the Slates of their shares of the general 
war debt was logical at all times; but it is 
pailicularly convenient to assert that right 
now, when the debt is to be largely increased. 
State protection will be eagerly invoked by- 
citizens claiming exemption from new taxes, 
and from the impressment of cotton ns a basis 

f revenue by the central power. Home in- 
fluences will shelter from the conscription 
which their own State refuses lo enforce many 
who would otherwise be its victims. But the 
most important consequences of this State 
sovereignly doctrine will be developed in con- 
nection with the external aflaii'S of secession. 

For nullification remits the question of 
peace or wa- lo each separate State, ard 
make; it the sole judge to decide whether the 
time has come for laying down its arms-aod 
re-entering the Union. Considering the d f- 
ferencc in the dangers to which the different 
Southern States are exposed, the various 
shades in their temper of resistance, and the 
decided liikewarmness of some of them in their 
bad cause, it is natural that their representi - 
tires should wish to establish their abstract 
right of independent surrender. And it may 
well be believed lhat ihe emancipation edict 
has had the sobering effect of forcing them lo 
reflect on nil the contingencies of persistence 
in rebellion and to seek a position which gives 
them nt least the individual choice to avert its 
worst consequences by submission. In this 
view the declaration of Mr. Hill that the 

I'nilcd Slates government had never wronged 
thenj has much significance. 

From all the indications which reach us of 
the internal politics Of secession, it is clear 
that JefTcrsou Davis holds, in his devoted and 
powerful army, the only instrument for cn- 
Wrcing a cent rallied despotiem. The murmurs 
of his Congress do not help us, but a crushing 
blow nt the army would shatter the disjointed 
fabric of the Confederacy, and open the way 
for the dissensions which sympathy anil terror 
within it would surely create. That blow, 
Speedily and effectually dealt, will save us, 
and nothing else will save us, from Ihe hope- 
less confusion, the endles3 difficulty which 

would attend the enforcement of the emanci- 
pation edict over n wide aud united territory 
still iu arms. — .Win York World.

Sjtgir.g Patriotit Simga in CkrptKiHty.— Wo 
tv ere inarched the day atter our capture, both 
wounded and well soldiers (sorae tkxeo hun- 
dred of them badly wounded*, a dUtance of 
twenty-two mHes, withou.t Saod, they having 
taken their List tncn.1 on, t,!«c morning of that 
tight. We were march/:! to. Corinth, placed 
In box earj, all togotker, and sent to Uemphia, 
arriving there on Tuesday night. Twenty- 
two hundred of these men were placed in 
one building. Afler i bad plead and begsed 
that they mjgat have provisions, I went into 
uie hall, cijjltfd the Colonel commanding tho 
y.otf, iia#t tcJ<l him that these men had beeu 
wlihout provisions from bunday until Wed- 
nesday morning. None could be furnished. 
Perceiving the goddw3 of Liberty painted 
upon the end of the Hall, I said to them, 
'■{Soldiers, arise to your feet." The poor men 
Were lying upon the lloor. They got u|>, and 
, . cry oue of them joined in singing mono 
grand chorus the ''rf tar- Spangled lJanner," 
and "Columbia, the Gem ol tho Ocean." 

Scenes of 1'raeel. — We were taken next to 
Jucison. The passenger train which had pre- 
ceded us had given notice to the citizens Unit 
several thousand Yankee prisouers would un- 
live that day. Wo were kept on the track eat 
Wednesday night go as to be taken into Jack- 
son by daylight. Citizens had assembled* at 
the depot nml great cheering was heatdtupoB. 
our arrival. The question was rtskcvl, "Itovf 
many are there of yon?" Tw«ntx-two hun- 
dred and twenty-nine, I replied. "Well, seven 
thousand of you devils wen t into Memphis on 
Tuesday night," wna the response 
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We were 

taken the next day to ^eriiUau, Miss., where 
we were paraded agair, as a menagerie on the 
sireet. "How many Yankees Wive yon got V 
says a citizen to tr.« conductor. Twenty-two 
linndred and twenty-nine, was the answer. 
"That's right, *cven thousand in Memphis, 
twenty-five hundred in Jackson, and twonty- 
two hundrr^i here to-day — pretty good haul." 
JJobile v>tts our next stopping place, where 
nn imrjense ixincourse witnessed the afrival 
of '".ive Yaukees." "llow many have you on 
bo'/rd .'" "About two thousand." "Glorious 
kaul for Shiloh. Huarrab for Bejiuregard! 
Two thousand shipped to Meridian nnd placed 
in quarters there yesterday; seven thousand 
at Memphis, two "thousand at Jackson, and 
now two thousand here. Pretty good haul 
for Shiloh." Wherever the train stopped peo- 
ple ran to sec the Yankees, nnd the same sort 
ot arithmetic went on. They manifested 
great desire to see a live ^ ankee general. 
Some of the many stories these people have 
published concerning me were true, for I was 
a little saucy for a prisoner. I used to go to 
the window to show myself. Every now and 
then 1 found a Union man, and began to give 
him instructions what to do. The colonel in 
charge, seeing me so conversing, would ex- 
claim, "Take vour head in; you must not 
talk with these men." "Sir. I replied. "I 
Rnve fought for mv country. 1 am a live Yan- 
kee. You have the power to punish, but God 
alone can stop this tongue from wagging." 
[Applause and laughter.] At Mobile we were 
placed on transports, and there for the first 
timi |lcarned that we were to be separated from 
the private soldiers. They were sent to the 
prisons of Alabama at Tuscaloosa. I learned 
that we officers had to go to Talladega. 

Jntmiitmi milk Rebel VlKeer*. — Having in 
my possession from Colonel Jordan, an aid to 
General Beauregard, who, permit me to say 
here to-night, and you may nerald it through- 
out this country, is tho only man wearing a 
.<eccsh uniform that I have received the least 
narticlc of courtesy from since 1 have boon 
W th uliem, drew me aside. [Cries, "What is 
hi name?" "What is his name'.' '"] His name 
l, Colonel Jordan, Assistant Adjutant Ueneral 
of Ueneral Beauregard. That man had given 
me a letter to his brother at Mobile to aseist 
m: If I needed food. He also wrote to General 
J.mes, commandant there, authorizing him to 
parole me if I wished. I went with that letter 
to the headquarters of General Jones, who, 
by the way, is a renegado Yankee. I extend- 
ed my hand. He said, "No, sir," and bowed 
me to a seat. I said, "No, sir," and asked him 
to proceed to business. While the Adjutant 
General was writing my parole out, 1 talked 
with General Jones so plainly that he begun 
to respect me, when the Adjutant banded me 
my parole and bid me good-bye. Jones arose 
nnd extended his band. I said, "No, sir," and 
Uowod. 1 went up the Alabama river. No 
accommodations for the officers, but we were 
told that we were to be treated as gentlemen. 
Wc knew enough not to be disappointed. 

We were sent to Talladega, in northern Ala- 
bama, which is a very health'- and nlpeoant u 
entity — [Voico, ■ Not tor the Yankees, how- 
e .cr' l — and thore 1 met Lieutenant-Colonel 
Huntley, a renegade Illinoisian, who said: 
"General, have you any Chicago men in your 
crowd?" "Yes, sir, we have; tho officers of 
one regimeut — the Fifty-eighth Illinois." He 
said: "i, too, once lived in Chicago; but I was 
compelled to leave there, because I was perse- 
cuted for my sentiments. I oould not go with 
the abolitionists, and 1 conld not eiuuiu your 
government because |it IH corrupt." Yes, 
sir," 1 responded, "you were no doubt com- 
pelled to leave because you were guilty of 
some crime for which you feared an arrest. 
Don't trouble me mith you presence." [Laugh- 
ter.] I asked a special favor of that gentle- 
man that he would not approach us again 
and trouble us by his presence. 

hife ai Selma. — We were soon sent to Sel- 
rna, where wc were put in charge of Colonel 
Kent. If you ever see Kent, serve him as he 
served us. I cannot advocate a war of exter- 
mination, but a record is made. If this perse- 
cutor of me and the other officers falls into my 
hands he shall suffer as we suffered. Heat- 
tempted to torture me about my son, who, ho 
Said, had been taken and hung as a spy, if 
their papers could be believed. But I had 
paper in my pocket to give him the lie 
with, and this Is bow I got the paper: A lady 
- was passing in the street beneath the window. 
She Lad passed several times before, and had 
attracted the attention of the officers confined; 
some of them suggested that she was a Union 
lady. We tore off one of tho curtains which 
bung in the hotel where we were imprisoned, 
and in large letters wrote on it with chalk. 
"God bless the prisoner s friend." She Dodded 
assent, and bowed to us when we showed it 
She went to n house 6ome one hundred and 
lirty yards distant, and I sent a negro boy who 
cooked In the kitchen. I sent him (the ne- 
gro) to the house wherc-this lady went for a 
pitcher of milk. When he reached there 1 
observed her take a newspaper out of her poi k- 
et and place it in the pitcher Which she had 
alreadv filled with milk. 

Suffering* of Union Men. — Before we left 
Montgomery for Atlanta, 1 asked the privi- 
lege of visiting our hospitals, where I found a 
bnndred gallant men who had fought with me 
ctShiloh , without nurses, medicines, or cloth- 
ing. They cried as 1 entered, and 1 cried with 
them. 1 found some good UnionJ women, 
irom whom I borrowed money for these poor 
men. Arriving at Atlanta, we noticed a pro- 
cession coming up the street, consisting of 
two or three wagons. We could not make 
out what it meant We had heard of their 
hanging and lynching Union men, but we 
oTu not suspect that this procession had any- 
thing to do with a matter of this kind. But 
wo afterwards learned the gad facts. Eight 
privates of an Ohio regiment were hung nt 
Atlanta. They had been sent by Gen. Mit< bel 
to do a little work on the railroad and tele- 
graph lines of Alabama. Coming back, they 
Unlortunately forgot to cut the telegraph lines, 
"by the use of which a force was ordered fronl 
Chattanooga to intercept them. The gallant 
Ohioans were whiling away their leisure hours 
In prison with a game of euchre when the 
guard led them out to bo hung. What do you 
think, Mr. Rebel Sympathizer, of Southern 
chivalry now7 [A voice, "D—d poor stuff] 1" 
I think so. 

Abolttionitt*.— We are not afraid of the 
cry of abolitionists. ["Good," and cries of 
• No. not now," and applause.] Wo arc not 
afraid of any cry. We will take by the hand 
each mnn as a brother who will fight fur and 
defend bis government. We despise altogether 
every man who refuses aid and oomfort to his 
government in this time of our danger. The 
rebels are determined. It is a perfect reign of 
terror in the South. I have found Union men 
bearing arms against our government. Let 
me tellyou who are afraid of the cry of abo- 
litionism. The white rac« in the South are 
to-day more in the conditiou of slaves than 
ever were the blacks before this war com- 
menced. White men, free, intelligent, edu- 
cated, dare not say that they will part with 
this government, dare not hnd fault with the 
leaders in public. They have more men in 
the field than the people of the North imagine 
light better than they have credit for doinf' 
because their cause is desperate, and because 
they are in earnest. 

Qtutr. — Singular things occur in war time.'. 
The following is queer enough to be recorded] 
When Harpers Ferry was surrendered the 
rebels, of course, took possession of all the 
movable property there, except the clothing 
of toe paroled prisoners. The paroled officers 
and men being destitute of transportation bor- 
rowed of Stonewall Jackson twenty-one wag- 
ons and teams, only a few hours previously 
the property of Uncle Sam. The loan was ac- 
companied with the stipulation thai the wag- 
ons and teams should be returned. Tbey will 
leave here to-day for Gen. McCleUan's head- 
quarters, whence they will be sent under a

After divine ser- 
vice l!cv. In. Craik took the chair and called 
the convention to order. The question of the 
state of the church and country w»3 disposed 
of on Thursday evenine by the adoption of 
the resolutions of the Committee of Nine, 
without any amendments. 

Air. Kugghs's resolution referring the con- 
dition and action of their Southern brethren 
to a committee for examination was called up 
and amended by referring it to a special com- 
mittee of thirteen, but laid on the table and 
lost in the hurrr of closing. Tho proposal to 
amend the constitution of the Board ot Mis 
sions WSJ taken up, discussed at length, and 
finally adopted. 

Kev. Mr. Thrall, of Calilbrnia, tailed atten- 
tion to the fact that large numbers of the 
members of the lttiiso-Oteek Church were 
emigrating to the shores of the Pacific, and 
asked tho adoption of the following resolu- 
tion: < . ' 

Revived, That a Joint Committee be ap- 
pointed to open friendly intercourse with the 
Russo-Greek Church on the subject, nnd re- 
poit to the next Convention. 
The resolution was adopted. 
.1 Frotnnt. — Judge Chambers, of Maryland, 
asked th.it the folluwing document be placed 
on the records: 

We, the undersigned delogntes of the Gen- 
eral Convention, deeming the passage of the 
report and resolutions of the Special Commit- 
tee of Nine to be fraught with serious and dan- 
gerous consequences as a precedent, and with 
view to present to tlic mcmlicrs of the 
Church oar earnest and diteimined disap- 
proval of the measure, do hereby place upon 
record our solemn and deliberate protast, 
which we make for the following reasons: 

"1st. This houso hM no jurisdiction over 
tho subject matter. The convention is consti- 
tuted as the legislative department of tho 
church in tho United Slates. It has no jrdi- 
cml power. It has no authority m mntters 
properly within the Control of the civil power, 
und it luis hitherto cantioiisly avoided inter- 
fering with such matters. 

"Jd. Becjiusc the|prcamble and resolutions 
imply a censure upon the clergy of all orders, 
and tho laity of ten dioceses, which the report 
assumes to be a part of the Church in the Uni- 
ted States, consisting of thirty-three dioceses 
iu the wUolo; by another pottMM of the Church 
constituting (as the record of the vote will 
show) thirteen dioceses, and this without trial, 
without proof and without notice. 

"3d. Because one of the resolutions requests 
the Bishops to exercise a power which under 
the constitution or cauons they do not jios- 

[Signed] "Henry McCloesen, Wm. PLnckney, 
A. Hutton, E. T. Chambers of tho Diocese 
of Maryland, and A. H. Churchill, William 
Cornwall of Ky." 

Mr. Bradish opposod the measure, as the 
subject has been discussed to all possible 
lengths and passed upon. 

Mr. Shattuck thought this would givo the 
Impression that these members are all there 
are opposed to 
brethren. 

Mr. Brunot thought if this request was 
granted it would be a precedent for miy nuiu 
ber of protests upon any subject. 

Mr. Bradish moved that the house refuse to 
receive the paper, 

Dr. Craik said he refused to sign the paper 
because the subject hail I c :n discussed and 
fought out at length, and members should sub- 
mit. 

lie decided, as President of the Convention 
that the motion of Mr. Bradish was not in or- 
der, as the paper has been laid upon the Sc. re 
tarv's table. 

Mr. Bradish remarked that the Convention 
must enter the paiier on its journal if received, 
and he did not believe the House was willing 
to have any such paper on its journals. 

Mr. Higbec thought the paper simply read 
to be hoard and not to be received. It is not 
received. 

The chair decided tha* the iinner wa9 already 
received, and no question could be taken ns to 
its reception. 

After further discussion the House refused to 
receive the paper. 

The Bithop* Pattoral Letter — The Con- 
vention then adjourned, and the Bishojis occu- 
pied the chancel, when divine services were at- 
tended 

Bishop Mcllvaine then road the pastoral let- 
ter. 

It calls attention to the slate of tho country 
In which the convention has met, setting forth 
that the last convention was composed of 
members from nil the dioceses. What asked 
he, is now the change? We look in vain for 
tho occupants of the seats of ten of our dio- 
ceses. What has caused it? That cause is all 
concentred in a stupendous rebellion against 
the civil government. The rebellion is too well 
known, and the loss of life and treasure it has 
cost, to be recounted here. With this these 
brethren have not only aimed at a division of 
the church, but of giv ing aid and comfort to 
the enemy. 

When clergymen do so far forget themselves 
as to take up the sword, to do battle against 
the nation nnd to God, we cannot refrain from 
placing upon snch examples our strong con- 
demnation. 

There are two aspects in which we must 
contemplate the rebellion. As it comes through 
the actione of men and as it arises from the 
Providence of God. 

This is His infliction, His visitation, to bring 
this people to him. 

Notwithstanding this, man is the same re- 
sponsible. It is not necessary to set forth our 
sins, which have brought this on. Especially 
the rejection of God s great gift of mercy for 
the saving of our souls. 

Marvellously have we been prosperous, but 
with onr benefits has grown our forgctfulness 
of our dependence. We exhort you, as breth- 
ren and as citizens, fiat you will deeply con- 
sider those things, t raying that be will exalt 
us from this affliction. 

Gladly would your bishops avoid so painful 
a subject, but should we keep silent we could 
not avoid it. Our silence would speak ahro id. 
Recognizing our position and the relation we 
hold to a great community, we cannot let this 
pass. 

Ever since our organization wc havo been 
praying for deUvery from sedition, privy con- 
spiracy, and rebellion, and now all three of 
them are upon us in an extent and enormity 
never realized before. 

But in their midst our Churth testifies her 
loyalty by her devotion. Those of our chil- 
dren gone to the war look to us for oar com- 
mendation of their cause. The constitution 
sets forth the duty of the Church to the State, 
and it was the undeniable duty of the people 
of all the States to give their allegiance to the 
constitution. The resistance to this constitu- 
tion is a sin, and the rebellion an enormous 
crime. 

One of our homilies — the one against wilful 
rebellion — sets forth that he that names rebell- 
ion nnmes not only one sin, but that of all sins 
against his God, his country, his family, and 
that of all men. No misery is so great as that 
when subjects do rebel. From it comcth all 
cnlamity, and by it all wicked men arc set at 
work in their mischief. 

We arc now sayfiig to the armies of the na- 
tion to be of good cheer — you have our prayers 
for your success and welfare. 

The letter then charges that no hatred be in- 
dulged towards those who have brought on 
this great rebellion, but to love and pray for 
our enemies. 

The letter closes with b genernl review of 
the condition of the church, missionary, and 
otherwise. 

After the administration of the sacrament 
the convention adjourned tine die. 



A World s Gonoress Sitioested. — Gari- 
baldi lias addressed the following remarkable 
letter to the people of England: 

To the English Nation : It is while under 
the double pressure of bodily and mental pain 
that man can most truly and most acutely ap- 
preciate good nnd evil, and, leaving the au- 
thors of his misery to eternal shame, devote 
unlimited affection nnd gratitude to his bene- 
factors. And that to you, O peoplo of Eng- 
land, 1 owe a heavy debt lor benefits bestowed, 
I feel in the inmost recesses of my soul. You 
were my friends in prosperity, and now you 
continue the precious boon in the days of mv 
adversity. May God reward yon I And my 
gratitude is tho more intense, t» worthy peo- 
ple, inasmuch as, rising as it must do beyond 
the mere level of individual feeling, it be- 
comes sublime in tho general sentiment to- 
ward those nations whose progress you repre- 
sent. 

Yes! you arc deserving of the gratitude of 
the woiiiL because you offer an asylum for 
misfortune, from whatever part it may come; 
and you identify yourself with misery, pity 
it and relievo it. Tho French nnd Neapoli- 
tan exile finds in your bosom shelter from his 
tyrant; he finds sympathy; he is helped, lie- 
cause an exile, because unhappy. The Hay- 
naus — the hardened instruments of autocrats 
— find no rest in your liberal land, and fly 
terrified before the bitter scorn of your gener- 
ous sons. And, in truth, without your uoblo 
bearing, what would Europe be? Tyranny 
seizes its exiles in thoso oilier lands where 
virtue is unnatural, where liberty is a lie; but 
they Jire still safe on the sacred soil of Albion. 
I, like so many olbers, seeing the cause of 
justice trampled under foot in so many parts 
of the world, despaired of human progress. 
But, turning to vou, my mind is calmed — 
—calmed by the contemplation ol your fenrless 
progress towards that end to which the human 
race seems called by Providence. 

"Proceed on your way, 0 calm, unconquer- 
ed nation, and be less tardy in calling your 
sister peoples into the same path of human 
progress. Call the French nation toco-operate 
with you. Yon two are worthy to march 
hand IB-hand in the vanguard of human pro- 
gress. Yes, caliber! In all your meetings let 
concord between the two great sisters be your 
cry. Yes, call hcrl Call to her always, and 
in every manner — with your voice, and w ith 
the voice of her great exiles— of Victor Hugo, 
tlic high priest of human brotherhood. Tell 
her that conquest is, in this nge, an anomaly — 
the emanation of an unsound mind. Why 
should wc covet the land of others, when all 
men should be ns brethren.' Yes, cull ber! 
And she, forgetting that she is temporarily 
under the dominion of the Genius of Evil— 
if not to-day, to-morrow — if not to-morrow, 
biter — will reply as she. ought to your gener- 
ous and regenerating appeal. Cull, and at 
onco, the bold sons of Helvetia, and clasp them 
firmly to your breast! The warlike children 
of the Alps — the vestals of the sacred fire of 
liberty on the continent of Europe — they will 
be with you. Whatahostl 

Call the great American Republic, for sho 
is in truth your daughter, and is struggling 
now for the abolition of that slavery which 
you have already so nobly proclaimed. Help 
her to escape from the terrible strife waged 
against her by the traders in human Hesh. 
Help her, nnd then place her by your side at 
the great assembly of nations — that final work 
of human intellect. Call to your side all those 

iieople who would be free, and lose not an 
lour. The initiative which belongs to you 
to-day may to-morrow concern another. May 
God forbid such a calamity ! Who ever more 
gallantly than France in '83 assumed that 
responsibility.' At that solemn moment she 
held up "Reason 1 to the world, crushed tyran- 
ny, nnd consecrated free brotherhood. Now, 
after nearly a century, she is reduced to com- 
bat the liberty of nations, to protect tyranny, 
and over the altar of Keason to erect the sym- 
bol of that wicked and immorul monstrosity 
which is called the Pnpacy. 

Arise, then, Britannia, and at once! Arise 
with your undnuntcd brow and point out to 
the peoples the path they must tread! With 
n congress of the world to decide between na- 
tions, war would bo an impossibility. No 
longer would there exist those standing ar- 
mies which make liberty impossible. What 
weapons! What defences! What engines of 
attack and defence. And then the millions 
squandered in implements of destruction would 
be employed in fostering the industry and di- 
minishing the misery of the human race. Be- 
gin, then, U people of England; and, for the 
love of God, initiate the vast human compact, 
and bestow this great gift on the present gen- 
eration! Beside Switzerland and Belgium, 
you would see other nations, urged on by tho 
good sense of the people, accept your invita- 
tion, nnd hasten to enrol themselves under 
your banner. Let London now be the seat of 
this congress, which shall in future be agreed 
on by a mutual compact of arraneement and 
convenience. Once more, God bless you. 
May He repay you for the benefits you have 
heaped so prodigally on me.

The rebels are leaving in great disgust, say- 
ing they were more bushwhacked in Ken- 
tucky than ever the Y'ankees were in the 
South. 

Washington, Oct. 

The foundation of the peace rumors preva- 
lent is the forgery of a paper containing pro- 
positions, purporting to come from General 
Lee, nnd offering the North commercial ad- 
vantages. The existence of the document is 
used fir influence on Wall street and New- 
York politics. 

Gen. George W. Morgan is, despite all ru- 
mors to the contrary, under arrest, and to un- 
dergo an investigation. The occasion of the 
telegram to Gen. Wright, sent a few days be- 
fore the evacuation of Cumberland Cap, in 
which he stated that he had supplies for sixty 
days, it is understood he now explains that 
ho meant, if ho ate his mules. 

All inquiries touching the army of the Po- 
tomac are referred, by Hallock and Stanton, 
to the President, who takes the whole re- 
sponsibility of matters connected with that 
army. 

Four rebel signal lights v^ere seen on the 
Occoqnan last night. 

To-day's Herald has a double-leaded leader, 
demanding the immediate advance of Gen. 
McClellun s army, in full strength, upon tho 
great rebel army in Virginia, saying the ap- 
prehension is general that our army may lin- 
ger at Harpers Ferry until compelled logo 
into winter quarters, and thus our situation in 
May, 1863, la- as it was in May, 18iV>, when by 
vigorous action the great work liefore us may 
be substantially accomplished by Christmas, 
Gen. McClellan sanity being sufficiently strong 
in number at once to put Lee to flight. 

Gen. Uufus King fell about noon to-day, on 
the Treasury portico, in a fit of an apoplectic 
character. He was immediately taken to Gen. 
Spinner s room und the services of a surgeon 
secured, lie is now improving. 

Commissioner Boutwell has decided that 
alcohol manufactured from whisky distilled 
prior to September 1st, and on which a tax 
Las not been paid, will be subject to a duty of 
three per cent ad valorem. Lost week over 
eight million stani)>s were delivered by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue — over two 
millions in bank check stamps — but the sup- 
ply is utterly insufficient for the demand. 

Dr. Benj. B. Worth ot Fort W ayne, Indiana, 
was np|Hiinted Medical Examiner by the Com- 
missioner of Pensions to-day. 

The Mexican Minister has late new9 fsoru 
home, indicating a determination on the part 
of his people to resist the French army to the 
uttermost. Fortifications are building at eve 
ry practicable point, nnd on the road to the 
City of Mexico, to which the citizens are de- 
voting one day in seven. 

The President and Cabinet are in the work, 
and hope to prevent the French from reaching 
the capital. 

A large capture of quinine and supplies was 
made ou the lower Potomac to-day.

Where there is not in an individual 
the interior light which instruction gives, then 
he is no man. He is no better than the bead 
of a beast as compared with the multitude — 
one which exists in idleness, nnd which the 
master will take by-and-by to the pasture, and 
afterwards to the abattoir. In the human 
creature that which resists slavery is not mat- 
ter — it i9 intelligence. Free-lorn c >mmences 
when ignorance is dispersed. I had wished to 
say these things to you, and other thinps also. 
I cannot renounce the opportunity of doing 
so without much regret; but you will not 
waul eloquent voices and generous spirits. 
These councils of intelligence convoked from 
time to time are efficacious. The problems of 
the ago are pressing us— they come — they are 
there. The moment is come when we should 
he prepared to receive them, and to raise the 
old warning cry of the Romans — Ad porta* 1 — I 
pray you, gentlemen, to be ray interpreter to 
the Congress, and to receive the assurance of 
my warm cordiality.

Thk Financial Situation. — We copy the 
following from the financial article in the 
New York Journal of Commerce: 

Many are looking anxiously into the future, 
and there is much uneasiness felt lest we 
should prove to be on the eve of a financial 
collapse or explosion. There are some reasons 
why neither of these may be expected, which 
wc wish to lay before our readers. Hereto- 
fore, within the memory of this generation, 
all expansions have grown out of undue cre- 
dits, and the moment that confidence was dis- 
turbed, the credit ceased, contraction more or 
less sharp ensued, and tlic inflation collapsed 
or exploded. The present expansion has 
grown out of Government disbursements, the 
new currency having been created for this 
purpose, and the expansion cannot wholly 
stop until a new financial system is adopted, 
or tho Treasury ceases to borrow capital. But 
. even If the expansion be chocked, no such 
| sharp contraction can follow as we have seen 
in former days. The Government has not 
loaned the currency but paid it out to creditors. 
It cannot call it in, as a bank does its credit 
nt a moment of alarm, so that no estimate of 
its immediate -future can he made from the 
teachings of former experience within our 
day. How far a diluted currency may depre- 
ciate is altogether another matter; but euch 
depreciation does not lead to convulsions in 
private credits, nor create a crisis involving 
the wealthy and solvent. Another favorable 
feature of our financial situation is seen in 
the very moderate expansion of private credit 
among the merchants. There has not been 
a period since the revulsion of 1837 when 
there was so little mercantile paper afloat as 
at present.

The brigade was composed of the 80th and 
123d Illinois, the 100th Ohio, the 101st Indi- 
ana, and Parsons s battery. The battery was 
manned by detachments from tho different 
regiments, and, although commanded by as 
brave and true a man as lives, they had not 
that e'jjrit du corpi so necessary in all mili- 
tary organizations. When ordered into posi- 
tion, but two regiments (the 123d Illinois and 
105th Ohio) were in line. The 101st Indiana 
was left at Maxville, and the 80th Illinois was 
guarding the trains. 

General Terrill led his command through 
Rousseau's division and posted them far in the 
front, and in an open field on the left, support- 
ing Parsons's battery, the 123d Illinois leading 
and on the right. Upou these two regiments 
alone the first shock of battle fell; and brave- 
ly they stood their ground until flanked on 
the right and left, and ordered to retire by 
General Terrill himself. Over four hundred 
men of these two regiments were left upou 
thut bloody field, and they fell as they stood, 
shoulder to shoulder. Hand in hand, and side 
by side they went down into the dark valley. 
There was no flinching, no looking back. Al- 
most every horse of Parsons's battery was 
killed or wounded, the gunners lay doud be- 
side their pieces, ami the men, weak and ex- 
hausted by thirst and long fasting, could do no 
more. Two rebel regiments moved up on their 
left and poured in a murderous flank fire. 
The enemy in front, three lines deep, rushed 
forward with shouts. Against such odds no 
mortal men could stand, and Gen. Terrill 
commanded his troops to fall back. Those 
who heard obeyed, but others, not hearing 
the command, were shot down or taken by the 
enemy as they stood at their posts. No man 
dares say they did less than their duty. They 
fought ns no other raw and untried regiments 
have fought during the war. 

The 121st Ohio, Col. Rend, is the regiment 
referred to by you| correspondent, and it is 
but just to say that this regiment had had no 
preparation for the fight. Col. Read, although 
a perfect gentleman, is in no sense a military 
man, and, when selected to the command of a 
battalion, he refused for some time to ac -ept. 

Jackson is dead, Terrill is gone, Webster is 
no more; and there is no one left to do justice 
to the men of their division. The division fell 
a sacrifice to the imbecility of some one. Who 
can tell the guilty party ? They were thrown 
too tar to tha front and were almost imme-
